HE House of Commons 

debate on the Lancashire 
cotton industry, and the 
allied bone of contention— 
competition from the textile 
industries of India and 
Hongkong—gave the sub- 
ject some semblance of 
perspective. That Lanco- 
shire is feeling the effects 
of keen overseas competi- 
tion is beyond dispute, but 
the impact [Is on the export 
trade. The industry remains 
dominant in the home 
market, still enjoying more 
than 90 per cent of tts 
turnover, 

This then disposes of 
the manifestly exaggerated 
claim that Hongkong pro- 
ducts Imported into Britain 
are threatening the very 
existence of Lancashire's 
livelihoud and economy, It 
would appenr that India, 
Japan and Hongkong — be- 
tween them have to share 
something less than ten por 
cent of the British market In 
processed cotton  ooda, 
which can hardly be con- 
sidered crippling to tho 
Lancashire textile industry, 


F more significance is the 
challenge which Lanca- 
shire ja mecting in the ex- 
port field, and the President 
of the Board of Trade hit 
the nail on the head when 
he gave it as his opinion 
that the problem confront- 
ing. the British textile 
trade was one of exports 
rather than foreign im. 
ports, Hongkong has be- 
come something of a com- 

_pelltor in certain of the 
overseas — markets which 
were traditional’: domin- 
ated by the British 
industry, but for very good 
reasons. Frustrated by re- 
strictiona in Indonesia and 
other parta of Southeast 
Asin, the Colony’s textile 
manufacturers have had to 
seck other markets, or 
suffer damaging losaes, In 
any event it is legitimate 
competition, 

The Imperial Government's 
decision to respect the 
rights of competitors such 
as Hongkong is thoroughly 
correct. Tariff Impositions 
and quotas will not solve 
Laneaushire’s problem, but 
they could do Jrreparable 
damage tothe Hongkong 
textile industry which is 
having to fight hard to 
keep itself’ economically 
buoyant. 


Ou post-war industries, not 

the least textiles, have 
suved the Colony from a 
crippling depression since 
the instituting of the 
United Nations trade em- 
burgoes and restrictions. 
This may mean little to 
Lancashire, so far removed 
from the Hongkong scene, 
but Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment is sware, just as 
keenly ns this community, 
that o colamity has been 
only narrowly averted, and 
that if Britain now were 
to impose artificial borriers 
to reduce exports to the 
Mother country, or lo 
handicap our exploration 
of other overseas markets, 
the whole structure of 
_Hongkong's economy could 
be uns ‘mined. 

This {is something we would 
ask our critics in Britain 
to remember ‘when they 
complain about competitioa 
from Hongkong’s indus- 
tries.

Badly fitting footwear is often the cause of discomfort, and has 
been known to lead to permanent.injury. Indeed, it is surprising the 
risks that many will take rather than spend a little more time and money 
to gain comfort and safety. 

In dealing with football boots it is necessary to kecp the uppers fairly soft. 
At the end of a game the boots should be well-oiled; and they should be stuffed with 
newspaper, which ts better than using shoc trees. If a boot is allowed to become 


srinkied on the outside, it must be wrinkled on the inside, and this causes chafed 
OCH. 


After the game, wash tho 
feot well in bot water; dry 
thorvughly and sponge with a 
Uttlo methylated spirit. Pay 
particular attention to drylng 
beotweon ius toes; neglect fn 
drying frequently leads to whut 
Is Jorewn as athletes foot and 
may prevent playing for several 
weeks. Bofore a match,

‘When one con- 
siders how backwnr¢ In deve- 
lopment most of the countrics 
in this region art, this small 
percentage figure isnot alto- 
gether surprising.

ECONOMIC SITUATION 


Internally, 1954 witnessed a 
remarkable trunsformation in 
the economic situation from one 
of inflationary dangers at the 
beginning of the year to on 
economy brought back to a 
reasonably sound busis at the 
end of 1934 by a successful de- 
flationary policy. A few figures 
will help to illustrate the change 
that hag taken place. Japan’s 
foreign trade returns show that 
whereas there was an adverse 
balance of U.S91,135 mfilloms in 
1953, it was .down to U.S.$770 
millions in 1854. Imports were 
about the samc in the two yeara 
but exports were 27.6% higher 
in the past year. The blance of 
Payments indicated o surplus of 
about U.S.$100 millions in

FINANCIAL OUTLOOK 

The finances of the Federation 
were dealt with very clearly by 
the Financinl Secretary, Mr E. 
Himawonth, in hts Budygct speech 
to the Legislative Council on 
November 17 which, In spite of 
the spate of fifures, was well 
worth reading for the pertinent 
comments, not only on the 
Budget, but also on taxation, on 
the basle conditions necessary for 
the encouragement of Investors, 
and on the need for extensive 
capital investment with which 
to ¢: nd the production of 
eurieatuural producis, to set up 
new Industries and «so to 
strengthen the rational economy, 

Put shortly, the ‘accounts of 
the Federation of Malaya show 
an expeoted deficit of M.$173.6 
millions In 1954 which wlll be 
covered by the Reserve 
Balance. which was M.$355.5 
millions on January 1, 1854. 
After deducting this deficit for 
1954 and adding grants-in-aid 
from H.M Government, the 
M.$30 millions loan from Singo- 

ore amd other items, the Reserve 
Balance comes to wbout $280 
millions. Against this there Is an 
estimated deficit for 1956 of 
about M.$148 millions, but the 
Financial = Secre’ warmed 
Councillers that “expenditure 
was rising mcre rapidly than 
povenue and that one day the gap 
would have to be closed by the 
efforts of the country without 
outside aid. He emphasised that
